“Labor is always looked upon as 
a producer. It also is your biggest 
consumer.”

W. Jett uck, its secretary, as a 
reason for the formation of a sim- 
Har body to handle post-war labor 
and industrial problems.

German Vessels Lie Idle as 
Britain, France Argue. 
Peace Conference Fails to 

Award Seized Boats. 


Commerce of World Suffering 
from Tonnage Lack.

PARIS, Sept. 14.—Despite the 
acute shortage of shipping which 
is paralyzing overseas commerce 
and contributing largely to the high 
cost of living, owing to the high 
freight rates, nine or ten German 
steamships totaling 200,000 tons, 
which were allocated to the United 
States to transport American troops 
home, are now lying idle and unused 
because the Peace Conference has 
not decided yet what to do with the 
ships. Chief among these vessels is 
the Imperator, the world’s largest 
steamship. Besides it there are eight 
other big fast liners of the North 
Atlantic type, each one displacing 
more than 12,500 tons. 

These ships could be put in serv- 
ice and would materially ease the 
present shipping situation if the 
Peace Conference would take up the 
problem and decide what to do with 
the ships. 

DISAGREP OVER SHIPS. 

Originally it was planned that they 

should be returned to Germany, 


pending ratificatiog of the treaty. 
England and France disagree over 
the allotment of these ships, as 
Great Britain claims the most of 
them because she lost more ships 
through submarines than France 
whereas France claims a bigger pro- 
portion because she did not buiid 
any ships during the war, concen- 
trating her industry on manufactur- 
ing artillery, shefls, other war ma- 
terial, and furnishing England, as 
well as the United States, with a 
huge amount of munitions. Italy also 
makes strong demands. 
Great Britain also is still anxtous 
to obtain a part cf the German 
shipping and always has held tha: 
these ships must be returned by the 
United States. 
LLOYD GEORGE, POLK CONFER. 


Prime Minister Lloyd George, who 
just arrived in Paris from Deauville, 
telephonically invited Frank Pokk to 
dine with him the gight of his ar- 
rival, when, it is belleved, the British 
Prime Minister discussed’ the Rus- 
sian situation and the. subject of 
adjourning the Peace Conference. 

From good sourees I learn the 
British favor breaking up this con- 
ference entirely and calling another 
some time in 1920 after the United 
States decides whether or not to so- 
cept mandates. 

Mr. Polk will oppose dissolving the 
present conference before the Bul- 
garian and Hungarian treaties are 
disposed of, as they are tied up with 
deciajons taken by the big four and 
the policies outlined by them at the 
beginning of the conference.

Germany, said the President, was 
taking heart at the possibility the 
United States might be induced to 
refuse to guarantee the peace set- 
tlement. To that end, he asserted, 
a “pro-German propaganda” again 
was becoming active in this coun- 


Mr. Wilson said he sometimes 
wondered whether the men who 
oppose the league have ever talked 
as he had with women who had 
lost sons in the war. He declared 
many of these had asked him to 
give all his strength to an effort 
to keep other sons from having to 
go to war. The crowd cheered when 
he added that he would fulfill that 
request. 

“Through migrepresentation and 
every other vile thing.“ he declared, 
“I shall fight my way to that goal.” 

Mr. Wilson paid a tribute to the 
men who sat with him at the peace 
table, mentioning Lord Robert Cecil, 
Gen. Smuts and others, and declar- 
ing there was a unanimous and sin- 
cere agreement that the league was 


necessary to guarantee the peace 
settlement, 
“If America stays out of the 


League of Nationa, it will do so at 
a cost to democracy and in violation 
of its material aa well as its moral 
interests,” the President declared in 
an earlier address today. 

To stay out, he said, would re- 
quire maintenance of a great army 
and navy and would concentrate 
domestic authority in the hands of 
the military class in contradiction to 
Demo®ratic principles. 

SELFISH POLICY FUTILE. 


Deploring the suggestion which he 
said was being made on all sides 
that the United States should take 
advantage of the world situation 
without shouldering any of the 
responsibility, Mr. Wilson declared 
such a policy would be futile be- 
cause this country as much as any 
other, was interested in guarantee- 
ing a stable world order, 

During an all-day stop here, the 
President spoke first at an afternoon 
luncheon, where his declarations 
were cheered repeatedly by two 
hundred business and professional 
men of Portiand. He made only a 
brief impromptu talk, however, the 
only set speech on his day’s sched- 
ule being at an evening mass meet- 
ing at the municipal] auditorium. 
For this meeting 7000 tickets had 
— distributed in a lottery in which 
local officials said there were more 
than 30,000 applications for admit- 
tance. 

From the time the Presidential 
train arrived in the morning, the 
President and Mrs. Wilson were fol- 
lowed by cheering crowds. When 
he appeared on the rear platform 
of hie private car at the station, a 
railroad man shouted “atta boy“ 
and a crowd which had squeezed 
through the police lines to the 
tracks started a roar of welcome 
which continued all the way along 
an automobile ride through Port- 
land's principal tereets, 

Later the Presidential party was 
taken for a sixty mile automobile 
ride over the Columbia highway. 
hundreds of private cars following 
in the rear and thousands more be- 
ing parked along the way so that 
their occupants might join in wav- 
ing a greeting to the chief execu- 
tive. At all of the small towns 
through which the party passed, 


GUEST OF HONOR. 
The luncheon was given in Mr. 
Wilson’s honor by C. 8. Jackson, 
publisher of the Oregon Journal, 
and Gov. Olcott and Mayor Baker 
were among the guests. In the eve- 
ning the President and Mrs. Wilson 
dined privately at a hotel here. 
Leaving Portland late tonight the 
Presidential party will spend all of 
tomorrow on their special train en 
route to San Francisco, where they 
are to arrive Wednesday morning. 
When. the President went from 
his hotel to the auditorium for his 
night speech he again rode through 
densely-crowded streets and was 
cheered ay the way. The audience 
stood up and applauded for three 
minutes when he entered the hall. 
Led by Mayor Baker they then sang 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” The 
cheering broke out afresh when the 
Mayor presented a bouquet of roses 
to Mra, Wiisen. 
B. F. Irvin, the editor of the Ore- 
gon Journal, introducing Mr. Wil- 
son, was cheered when he coupled 
the names of the President and 
former President Taft in a plea that 
there must be atonement for the 
American dead in the war. Declar- 
ing the President was “in the house 
of his friends,” Mr. Irvine said 
Oregon stood ten or twenty to one“ 
for the League of Nations.

PORTLAND (Or.) Sept. 15.—Speaking tonight at the Audito- 


rium, President Wilson said in part: 
“As I have come along the coun- 
try and stopped at station after sta- 
tion, the first to crowd around the 
train have almost always been Iit- 
tle children; bright-eyed little boys, 
excited little girls, children all, and 
I thought as I looked upon them 
that after all it was they to whom 
I had come to report. I had come 
to report with regard to the safety 
and honor of subsequent generations 
of America, and I felt that if I could 
not fulfill the task to which I had 
set my hand I would have to say to 
mothers with boy babies at their 
breasts you have occasion to weep; 
you have occasion to fear the past 
as only a prediction of the future 
and all this terrible thing that your 
brothers and husband and sweet- 
hearts have been through may have 
to be gone through with again. 
“I found quoted in one of your 
papers the other day a passage 80 
appropriate that I do not know that 
1 can do better than read it as the 
prticular thing that ſt is found nec- 
essary to do—nations must unite as 
men unite—in order to preserve 
peace and order. 


“The great nations must be 80 
united as to be able to say to any 
single country ‘you must not go to 
war’ and they can say that effective- 
ly when the country desiring war 
knows that the force which the 
united nations apply behind peace is 
irresistible. In differences between 
individuals the decision of a court is 
final, because in the last sort the 
entire force of the community is be- 
hind the court decision; differences 
between nations go beyond the lim- 
ited range of arbitral questions. 
Peace can only be maintained by the 
public behind it, tne force of united 
nations determined to uphold it and 
prevent war.“ 

QUOTATION FROM LODGE. 

“That is a quotation from an ad- 
dress said to have been delivered 
at Union College, in June, 1915, a 
year after the war began, by Mr. 
Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, 
{laughter, and applause.] I entirely 
concur in Senator Lodge’s conclusion, 
and I hope I shall have his co-oper- 
ating in bringing about the desired 
result. [Laughter and applause. ] 

“In other words, the only way to 
prevent the unspeakable thing from 
happening again is that the nations 
of the world’s should unite and put 
an irresistible force behind peace 
and order. 

“There is only one conceivable way 
to do that, and that is by means 
of a League of Nations. 

J don't find any man anywhere, 
rash or bold enough to say that he 
Goes not desire a League of Nations. 
I only find men here and there say- 
ing that they do not desire this 
League of Nations. And I want to 
ask you to refiect upon what that 
means. When this covenant was 
drawn up in its first form, I had 
the occasion, for me a very happy 
occasion, to return for a few weeks 
to this country, in March last. I 
brought the covenant in its first 
shape: I submitted it In an intimate 
conference to the Foreign Relations 
Committee of the Senate of the Unit- 
ed States, or, rather, to the two com- 
mittees of the two Houses, the For- 
eign Relations Committee of the Sen- 
ate and the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs of the House.

RELIEF TRAIN SENT. 
{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN ANTONIO, Sept. 15.—From 
fifteen to twenty-five are dead; 
4000 people are homeless and prop- 
erty damage amounting to $4,000,- 
000 has been caused as a result of 


the tropical storm which struck 
Corpus Christi, Sunday, a long dis- 
tance message to the Express from 
Corpus Christi tonight said. The 
city is without light and water, and 
food is running short. An appeal 
has been issued by the Mayor for 
financial assistance. 

Gen. Dickman, commander of the 
Southern Department, ordered a re- 
lief train sent to Corpus Christi to- 
night. The train will carry tents, 
cots, blankets, medical supplies and 
several thousand cases of food- 
stuffs. 
A telephone message from Sinton, 
Tex., says the bodies of three vic- 
tims of the Gulf storm, presumably 
from Corpus Christi, washed ashore 
at White Point, Tex., this afternoon. 
Several people were sighted near 
White Point on rafts. 
It was said the water had reached 
the second story in some buildings 
in the business section and the 
downtown section was reported un- 
der martial law. The information 
was received over the telephone. 
FEAR IMMENSE DAMAGE,

DALLAS, Sept. 15.—Reports late 
today, not fully confirmed, however, 
were that at least 3000 people were 
homeless in Corpus Christi and were 
in need of help. It is said most of 
these probably were from the North 
Beach residential section, which 
lies lower than the rest of the city. 
Fears of serious property damage 
around Corpus Christi Bay were ex- 
pressed here today by former real- 
dents of Corpus Christi, who said 
that if the water from the gulf 
storm had reached a depth of six 
feet in certain sections of the city, 
as reported, it was almost certain 
that many dwellings along the bay 
had been washed away. 
Efforts were renewed today to re- 
store wire communication with 
‘Brownsville and Corpus Christi.

New York City has sprung the big 
surprise upon the Republican na- 
tional leaders by putting in a sub- 
stantial and heavily-financed propo- 
sition to secure the Republican 
round-up. 

Detroit has been ntioned as a 
probable contender. cisco, 
which put up a guaranteed check 
for $100,000 in the effort to land 
the 1916 convention, has not been 
heard from this season. 

Indianapolis, the home of Na- 
tional Chairman Hays, is a potential 
factor.

Senator Frelinghuysen’s bill pro-

by twelve directors, two elected by 
the employees, eight by stockhold- 
ers and two selected by stockholders 
from persons nominated dy the 
transportation board.

Declares Gangsters Menace 


City Court at Watts. 


Faces Disturbing of Peace 
Charge for Doing “Duty.” 
Alleging that crowds of men and 


women at Watts threatened him and 
that he could not get a fair jury 


Peace in that city, A. W. Moon, 
a guard for the Pacific Electric, yes- 
terday appealed to the Superior 
Court from the judgment of City 
Recorder Peebles Shoaff, of Watts, 
denying a motion for a change of 
venue. Arguments on the appeal were 
made yesterday before Judge Craig 
by Claire Woolwine and Guy Ed- 
die, attorneys for Mr. Moon, and 
Frederick J. Rorke, representing 
the prosecution. 

A number of affidavits were filed 
on behalf of the defendant. In these 
it is alleged by witnesses that when 
Mr. Moon was arrested on a charge 
of “fighting and threatening to fight” 
on August 22, a crowd followed to 
the Watts jail, jeering at him, calling 
him opprobrious names and threat- 
ening him. Several persons, it is al- 
leged, said: “We ought to hang him.” 
Mr. Moon alleges that many ex-em- 
ployees of the Pacific Electric live 
at Watts, that the sentiment there 
is against loyal employees and that 
about ten days ago citizens there at- 
tacked a Pacific Electric car. break- 
ing windows by throwing stones. It 
is also ulleged that persons in the 
crowd cried String them up,” “We'll 
fix them,“ and like threats. 

Tt is alleged in one affidavit that 
when Mr. Moon's attorneys were 
arguing a motion for a change of 
venue, afterwards denied, there was 
a disturbance in court and Recorder 
Shoaff said: “If I hear any more talk 
of that kind while he is talking, I 
will certainly grant the change of 
venue; but if you act as ladies and 
gentlemen this afternoon, and as 
though you were not excited, then 
there is no chance for these people 
to get a change of venue; now, it 
is up to you people.” 

Mr. Moon was arrested while de- 
fending a derailed car of the Pacific 
Electric. He pleaded not guilty, was 
denied a change of venue and de- 
posited $300 bail pending an appeal. 
Judge Craig continued the case un- 
til today for submision of authori- 
ties in law.

COTTON EXPORT RATE. 


BUSINESS MEN PLANNING TO 
(ATTEND FINAL HEARING 
THIS MONTH. 


On September 85, representatives 
of the Chamber of Commerce, banka, 
Harbor Commission and cotton in- 
terests will attend the final hearing 


on the export cotton rate differential 
at Gan Francisco before the District 
Freig\t Traffic Committee of the 
Railroad Administration. Briefly, 
they are asking an export rate on 
cotton of 74 cents per 100 pounds, 
as against 1.15, the present rate, 
a differential of 41 cents in favor 
of Los Angeles.

Los Angeles now has 
the facilities for handling this cot- 
ton, it is declared, and in the brief 
already filed with the District 
Freight Trafic Committee, it is 
shown that the railroad is hauling 


this cotton 800 miles farther than

torek of liberty. The fires of Bolshevism 
and anarchy were darkened by the shadows 
of Faneuil Hall. The spirits of the dead 
patriots sleeping on the slopes of Bunker 
Hill fought with the forces of law and order 
to suppress the incendiarism and rioting 
which came in the wake of the retiring po- 
lice force that deserted its post of duty. 


New England's manufacturing industries 
have brought to that section many thov- 
sands of foreign-born workers who know 
nothing of the traditions of American lib- 
erty. Begotten in serfdom and reared in 
poverty and ignorance, they have not yet 
been fused in the great melting pot, and 
into their darkened intellects the flame of 
liberty is just beginning to pierce. It was 
this element that broke forth into the loot- 
ing and rioting that always followed a tem- 
porary cessation of governmental authority 
in the despotisms where they were bred. 

Cunning agitators tried to fan this spirit 
of confiscatién into an industrial revolv 
tion, Members of other unions were urged 
to join the police in a sympathetic strike 
that would leave Boston without heat, light, 
food or transportation facilities until the 
Governor of Massachusetts would yield and 
grant the striking policemen the right to 
form themselves into a labor union, the 
right to go out in a body in sympathetic 
strikes with other unions—the right to 
place their union above the courts and the 
Constitution—to place class above country. 

But the latent spirit of freedom that made 
of Faneuil Hall in Boston town the cradle 
of American liberty was galvanized as by 
an electric spark. The great grandsons of 
the embattled farmers of Concord and Lex- 


tmgton volunteered to serve as peace of- 


ficers until a new force could be organized. 
The radicals soon found that the breed of 
Warren and Hancock was far from extinct. 
License was as repugnant fo New England 
liberty as “taxation without represerita- 
tion.” The tyranny of the reds was no 
more to be endured than that of the 


apparent that the strike was lost President 
Gompers of the American Federation of La- 
bor advised the policemen to return to duty, 
just as though no strike vote had been 
taken, and, await the result of the labor 
conference which will be held in Washine- 
ton on October 10.

not been submerged by it. Radical leaders 
are beginning to learn that patriotism. is 
not dead in the country because the aver- 
age citizen does not wear it on his sleeve. 
There are depths ‘to the American spirit 
that the waves of violence can never trou- 
ble. There is a permanency to American 
institutions the radicals have never sus- 
pected. There is a force in American jus- 
tice as irresistible as that which regulates 
the movement of the stars. When the rad- 


feals attacked Boston, abetted by the trea- 


son of its police force, they were met by 
a resistance similar to that which sent the 
Huns reeling back from Chateau Thierry 
and broke the Hindenburg line in the Ar- 


gonne. And the answer of New England 


to the challenge of the agitators and the 
reds is that made immortal by the French 
before Verdun: “They shall not paés.” 


T Is MONEY? 

When Utopia dreamers suggest the 
abolition of money they are talking in their 
sleep. Little less ridiculous are those fool- 
ish propagandists who advocate the coinage 
and general distribution of money in 
amounts far exceeding the accumulated 
property and the man power (in brains 
and muscle) of a nation. Today there ts 
plenty of money in Russia, yet Russia is 
poor beyond the poorest American’s con- 
ception of poverty” Why? Because the 
money coined by the Bolshevik element 


does NOT represent either accumulated 


wealth, intelligence or even labor. Conse- 
quently, the money is practically worth- 
less. The beginning of the decline in the 
value of Russian currency started when an 
attempt was made to separate intelligence 
from labor and to make money represent 
labor only. Unguided by mind labor grad 
ually decreased its production until today 
Russian labor is almost nil, with the con- 
sequence that a false value bas been placed 
upon the money which in reality has no 
value at all. Before Russian money can 
have any genuine value intelligence must 


be restored to its throne and labor must 


obey its dictates. Already there is a move- 
ment to restore in Russia the practical sys- 
tem of profit (without which even the most 
ignorant will not turn a hand:) and the 
very men who inaugurated, aided and abet- 
ted the Bolshevik regime of folly and crime 
have begun to see its impossibility. 


There is no reason why Los Angeles 


should not profit by the extension of her 


trade to the Latin-American markets, pro- 
vided our business men learn the wars, cus- 
toms and needs of the people of those coun- 
tries. The trouble is the American exporter 
long has represented the type of business 
man who insists on pushing his own ideas 
and his own sort of goods without having 
much thought of the people with whom he

They are Hatched. 
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ORK FOR REPUBLICAN LEADERS. 
Twenty-two Governors af States have 
protested against the extravagance of the 
Federal government, saying that there 
must be radical reductions in the expendi- 
tures of Federal departments, a curtail- 
ment of pay rolls and an elimination of 
duplication and waste if the country is to 
avoid bankruptcy. No, the Governor of 
California, for obvious reasons, is not 
among them. 


Here are the main faults urged by the | 


protesting Governors against the present 
system of appropriating public money b 
Congress: 
Departmental estimates are out of all 
proportion to actual requirements. 
Expense statements are drawn up in- 
dependently by each of the ten execu- 
tive departments. 
There is no balance between income 
and outgo. 
Individual members of Congress can 
secure the passage of appropriation 
bills benefiting local interests. 
Log-rolling methods are used to rush 
bills through the House and Senate. 
It will be observed that the beginning 


of government extravagance is the appro- 


priation of tax money by Congress. While 


Congress cannot act in an executive ca- 


pacity, it does possess the power to curb 
the extravagance of any department by 
cutting down the departmental appropria- 
tion. Departments recefving $20,000,000 
appropriations have been known to waste 
$10,000,000 of it; but. there is less liability 
of a $10,000,000 waste if the department 
appropriation has been cut to $8,000,000. 
That “log-rolling methods are used” in 
Congress is an assertion that does not sur- 
prise the country at large. There proba- 
bly has never been a public body in Amer- 
ican politics, from a City Council to the 
Federal Congress, that has not resorted to 
the habit of passing certain measures for 
the mutual benefit of its members. BUT 
there has never been a public body that has 


(appropriated so many millions through log- 
‘rolling as the last Democratic Congress. 
Never before was there such gross waste 


by a Federal administration, because never 
before was so much money available. 

In a report recently prepared by a Fed- 
eral department and filed with Congress 
there appears a statement that the cost of 
the war was about equal to the total cost 
of the Federal government from the time 
the Constitution was adopted untfl the war 
began. As much money was spent by the 
government in two years as during the one 
hundred and twenty-five years preceding. 
That billions of this expenditure represents 
gross waste the country is pretty well con- 
vinced; the problem which confronts the 
government and the country is to top the 
waste, since the war is over. The 
government is now spending every month 
considerably more than it spent during the 
hottest part of the Civil War. Lincoln was 
able to run that war and still keep the ex- 
penditures of the government far below the 
peace estimates of the present administra- 
tion. 
At the present time a Republican Congress 
sits in Washington; but the Federal depart- 
ments are all manned by deserving Demo- 
crats. Fach of those departments has pre- 
pared estimates of “imperatively-necessary 
expenditure for the next twelve months.” 


‘The department heads say that if the money 


is not appropriated the machinery of the gov- 
ernment will be thrown awry and the coun- 
try will suffer. There has been a tendency 


to sulk and toter where appropriations. 


were cut. The deserving Democrats do 
not take in good part any attempt to cur- 
tail the supply of political fodder. 

Most of the Governors signing the pro- 
test know something of the voracious ap- 
petites of politicians. They are the Gov- 
ernors who have displayed sufficient back- 
bone to repel the pay-roll brigade of their 
home States, and they are advising the 
Federal government how to go and do like- 
wise. It is but natural that the Governors 
of the commonwealths where the waste of 
State money has been greatest should de- 
line to have any part in such a protest. 

Here are the suggestions which the Govr-

ernors have indorsed for remedying pres- 
ent abuses: : 

Demand executive responsibility for | 
the national budget. 

Provide for Congressional considera- 
tion of money bills by single commit- 
tees of the House and Senate, or a 
joint committee of the two. : 

Establish a bureau of the budget to 
draw up estimates of governmental ex- 
pense. 

Limit money bills to actual needs 
and do away with pork and log-rolling. 
If the last of the suggestions could be 

carried into effect there would be no neces- 

sity for worrying about the other three. 
Gov. Lowden of Illinois has gone per- 

haps farther than any other Governor of 

American State in recent years in cut- 

ting out extravagance and waste in State 
government. He is one of the twenty-two 
who joined the protest against Federal ex- 
travagance. In his communication he has 
the following to say of how a budget sys- 
tem helps to eliminate waste and extrava- 
Fance: 

One hundred and twenty-five boards, 
commissions’ and other governmental 
agencies, all independent of one anoth- 
er, sprang up in Illinois. Necessarily 
there was overlapping of functions ex- 
ercised by different boards, commis- 
sions and officials. There was much 
confusion; there were needless expend- 
itures of money; and there was lack 
of efficiency. Illinois now has the ma- 


chinery for presenting a real and in- 


telligent budget as a solution of one of 
the great problems of civil government. 
Gov. Lowden might have gone farther 
and told how he had made the establish- 
ment of a budget system but a part of his 
work of eliminating waste in the Stato gov- 
ernment of Illinois. He succeeded in get- 


ting through the Legislature a bill that re- 


duced the number of boards, commissions 
and departments from 125 to nine. The re- 
sult was a saving of mors than $4,000,000 
the first year it wae applied. 

But the chief economy effected in Illinois 
was through the personal efforts of Gov. 
Lowden. He made extravagance unpopular 
in the State government. That is what its 
needed in the Federal departments. There 
should be such denunciation of political 
profiteering that the department heads 
would recognize the era of war waste 
is ended. Unless that spirit is in- 
jected into the Federal government there 
will be little service that a budget, system 
can render. California spends $350,000 
every two years on a State Board of Con- 
trol whose only exouse for existence is 
that It prepares the biennial budget. But 
the budget prepared serves as an excuse 
for the Legislature to increase the cost of 
State government anywhere from three 
million to ten million dollars a year. | 

However, the protest of the twenty-two 
Governors and the recommendation for a 
budget system is a step in the right direc- 
tion. The main thing is to convivee the 
politicians that the country will not toler- 


ate running Federal departments on a war 


basis in time of peace. There is yeoman 
work here for Republican leaders to per- 
form. If the Senate would only scan the 
national expenditures as closely is it has 
reamed the text of the covenant of the 
League of Nations we might get some- 
where. It is hopeless to expect retrench- 
ment from the Democratic department 
chiefs. There ‘s no such word in the Bour- 
bon lexicon. :

When I was naturalized, with 400 
other worthy aspirants, six years 
ago, a prominent rescue worker 
made us a noble speech in which he 
recommended us all to be fhorough- 
ly Americanized forthwith.

I struggled with the super- 
fluous “U's” in my English spelling 
and can write labor and favor with- 
out em like a native. I can say 
“clerk” as she is spelled and not 
“clark” as taught in compulsory 
British education. I call cotton 
“thread” and biscuits “crackers” 
and spell “theatre” “theater” and I 
have left off translating prices back 


into potinds, shillings and pence be- 


fore I make a purchase. I have ac- 
quired a nice vocabulary of expres- 
sive American slang and I can drink 
ice water without a shudder. 

I can follow a baseball match in- 
telligently and I have heard Billy 
Sunday. I call blouses “waists” and 
I can even say “gotten” when I hap- 
pen to think before I speak. 

But now I am up against it. I am 
learning to chew gum. I made fair- 
ly good progress in the preliminary 
stages. I can buy it without feeling 
self-conscious and can slip it in my 
mouth with that air of experienced 
nonchalance. 

But what I want to know is, what 
does one do with the stuff when it's 
chewed? 


Here I have stumbled upon a dark 


and dreadful mystery. Half the 
population of the United States 


chews gum. Even some of che 


nicest people. But ask them what 
they do with it when it is chewed, 
what final and ultimate disposal 
they make of it, and one is met by 
stammerful evasion, secretive pre- 
varication, blushful hesitation, em- 
barrassed silence and an abrupt 
change of conversation. 

GUILT, shame-faced guilt, is writ 
all over the faces of the gum-chew- 
ers when this modest striver 
reaches that point in my urgently- 
essential investigations.

Recently the British Museum was 
found to contain 922 and Mr. Hunt- 
ington’s library 908. 

His twenty-eight folios of 
Shakespeare constitute the greatest 
collection of these prized publica- 
tions in existence. 

He moreover, examplars of 
all the Shakespeare quartos except 
the Titus Andronicus,” that book 
experts term almost unhoped- for.“ 

A highly valuable work is the 
Chatsworth manuscript of Chaucer, 
said to be the most important of 
all sources for Chaucerian study. 

Another rarity is a manuscript of 
the play “Sejanus,” in the hand- 
writing of Ben Johnson. 

In 1915 Mr. Huntington <ecured a 
first edition of “Pilgrim’s Progress.” 

About the same time, he added 
to his collection a manuscript copy 
of ‘Benjamin Franklin's autobiogra- 
phy, thirty-seven of George Wash- 
ington’s letters and John Paul 
Jones's commission as a tirst lieu- 
tenant of the navy, granted by the 
Continental Congress, besides the 
log-books of many English and 
French vessels engaged in the Revo- 
lutionary War. 

AMERICANA TREASURES. 

Perhaps the most precious book 
of the entire Huntington library, it 
ia stated. is a volume of Massachu- 
setts laws, printed at Cambridge in 
1660. Mr. Huntington has the only 
two copies known to exist. 

Another verv valuable volume is 


of Virginia. The only other known 
copy is in the British Museum. 

“New Mexico, Otherwise the Voy-

Other treasures in the collection 
now being given to the peopie are:

George Watson Cole, noted II- 
brarian and bibliographer, who is In 
charge of the Huntington collectfon, 
has long been engaged in compiling 
a stupendous catalogue of the U- 
brary, said to be the greatest thing 
of the kind ever undertaken.

As a result of a factional fight in 
the labor unions of this city, a dozen 


or more carpenters, electricians,

Some years ago Flo Ziegfeld 
opened fire on New York with a 
howitzer charge of comedy, music,

“Chin Chin“ has as many exterior 
decorations to its thread of a story 
as one of the fashionable specials 
that are served in a modern soft- 
drink emporium.

IN “VOYAGEUR” ROLE. 


Since his entrance into filmdom 


the name of Mitchell Lewis has al- 


ways seemed to be a synonym for 
characters of the “habitant” or voy- 
ageur” type. This gifted actor is 
adept at idealizing them both in 
his make-up and portrayal. He es- 
tablished himself fixedly in the film 
horizon as an illuminating creator 
of a truly human and captivating 
personage in “The Barrier,” and his 
attainment has been undimmed by 
any imitator or follower.

BLAMES DEATH 


ON SLAIN SON. 


Father Clears Motorist of 


Manslaughter Charge. 
Is Candid in Testimony in 
Auto Accident Case. 


Taft Justice of Peace Wins as 
His Own Attorney. 


Charles J. Thompson, grieving be- 
cause of the death of his son, Ray- 
mond, killed in an accident, yester- 
day took the stand in Justice 
Brown's court on behalf of the man 
who was accused of manslaughter in 
connection with the death. The 
father, by a straightforward story, 
exonerated George M. Cook, justice 
of the peace at Taft, and the court 
dismissed the charge. 

Mr. Thompson testified that his 
son was a “speed demon;” that he 
hed a motorcycle that would go 
seventy miles an hour and was killed 
while racing with other boys along 
the Lankershim road. He said the 


| others called on him and said his son 


had outdistanced all rivals and a 
bet of $25 had been placed on the 
race that resulted in the death. The 
father said he learned that Justice 
Cook's car did not even collide with 
the four racing motorcycles, but the 
boys were riding four abreast and 
had to turn out of the road when the 
justice’s car approached. That was 


| August 27 and the Thompson boy 


died the same day. 
Justice Cook was also charged 


with failing to give aid to Ray New- 
man, who was injured. This charge, 
as well, was dismissed by Justice 
Brown. 

Justice Cook conducted his own 
case, calling Deputy District Attor- 
ney Randall as a witness. He 
questioned Mr. Randall regarding 
the issuance of the complaint against 
him. Mr. Randall said he issued 
the complaigt on information from 
E. G. Martin, 769 East Seventeenth 
street, and Deputy Sheriff Perdue.

GRAB SCHOOLS.

that Mr. Matteson was a probation- 
ary teacher.“ and his terms of em- 
ployment did not provide for a per- 
manent job. The report tells how 
Mr. Matteson was repeatedly warned 
by Principal Theodore Fulton of 
Jefferson High School that he (Mat- 
teson) must conform to the rules 
of the school; and also tells how 
Mr. Matteson ‘was dropped as a 
teacher at the Polytechnic Evening 
High School for being repeatedly 
absent or tardy. This report tells of 
the previous hearings given to Mr. 
Matteson by the teachers’ and 
schools committee, at which many 
witnesses on both sides were heard. 
and finally recommends that the 
previous board's ruling in the case 
be not reversed. The motion to 
adopt this report was made last 
night by Mrs. Ashley and seconde! 
by Miss Stoddart. 
MINORITY REPORT. 


The minority report states the 


three members who signed it have 


confidence in the sincerity and 
veracity of Principal Fulton and his 
witnesses, and Mr. Matteson and his 
witnesses, and the members say they 


are convinced that “much of the 
friction (between Mr. Fulten and 
Matteson) was due to misunder- 
standing and to the strenuous condi- 
tions that prevailed throughout the 
country during the summer of 1918; 
and especially in the work of the 
summer school at Jefferson High 
School, where intensive training of 
a varied and difficult nature was 
being given to a company of 140 en: 
listed men, which training had to 
be completed within a period of 
eight weeks. 

“We recognize that the lack of 
equipment in a new school and the 
necessarily slow process of obtain- 
ing either equipment or supplies by 
the ordinary methods of prccedure 
were very serious handicaps to 
those entrusted with this work and 
accounted for a good deal of the 
friction and the real or apparent 
irregularities complained oft. 

“We believe that under these 
circumstances, when the common 
and paramount interests of the na- 
tion demanded quick action and ef- 
ficient service, the spirit of co- 
operation and of mutual forbearance 
should have been strongly mani- 
fested by all concerned, but that 
the occasional lack of it under these 
trying conditions does not constitute 
a sufficient basis for dropping from 
the roll an efficient and capable 
teacher.” 


ANOTHER CASE. 


The board last night adopted the 
report of its committee of the whole 
in declining to reepen the case of 
Valentine ith, a former high 
school teacher, who was also not 
re-employed this year. 

During the discussion of Mr. 
Smith's case, Mr. Dozier of the 
board went on record as favorins 
giving public hearings by the com- 
mittee of the whole to all teachers 
who are not re-amployed, and who 
ask hearings, as did Mr. Matteson. 
D. K. Edwards later presented a 
resolution approving the established 
method of giving teachers not re- 
employed hearings before the teach- 
ers’ and schools’ committee. The 
resolution, which was referred to 
the law and rules committee of the 
board for action, stated the commit- 
tee in hearing cases of teachers 
“does not act secretly nor hastily, 


} but patiently hears all evidence 


bearing on the case, giving com- 
plainant freedom to submit all evi- 
dence he or she wishes, and to hear 
and cross-question any and all wit- 
nesses, and thus to get all the merits 
of the matter before the commit- 
tee.” The resolution declares the 
present method furnishes “ample 
and safe channels for the ends of 
justice“ and “has much less of the 
undesirable and unpleasant elements 
that incident to public hear- 


UNION ACTIVITIES. 

At the two sessions of the public 
hearing which was given to Mr. 
Matteson the former teacher was 
aided by C. F. (“Curly”) Grow, busi- 
ness agent of the Machinists’ Union; 
President Seth Brown and Secretary 
C. L. Myers of the Central Labor 
Council; Federation of Labor Or- 
ganizer J. B. Dale and other union 
leaders, Mr. Grow and Mr. Dale 
both disturbing the hearings with 
their interruptions. 

The unions had previously bom- 
barded the Board of Education with 
resolutions demanding that Mr. 
Matteson be re-employed as a 
teacher, and privately threats were 
made to members of the board that 
organized labor would “get’’ those 
members who. refused to vote for 
the teacher’s re-employment, and, 
further, that the unions would also 
defeat the coming school bond issue 
if thetr desires in the Matteson case 
were not granted. 


BY A CLOSE SHAVE. 


A Vote Delays Passing Ordinance 
Sought by Barbers. 

The new ordinance’ repealin 
those sections of the barber's regu- 
latory ordinance requiring each bar- 
ber to pass a physical examination 
and pay $3 therefor was before the 
City Council for passage yesterday 
morning, but Councilman Mallard 
voted against suspension of the 
rules, and us the measure is car- 
ri over for one week. 

Mr. Mallard contends that as the 
city is proposing to adopt an ordi- 
nance that will require all persons 
who handle. foodstuffs to submit to 
a physical examination and secure 
a certificate that they have no com- 
municable disease, it is absurd at 
this time to take away such pro- 
visions for the barbers, and that as 
more than 300 ‘barbers have com- 
plied with the ordinance pro- 
visions, the remainder should be re- 
quired to meet the examination 
provisions.
